Project Description - Extend KY 1682 from the E.T. Breathitt Parkway to US 68 / KY 80 east 
of Hopkinsville (Hopkinsville Northeast Bypass).

III. PURPOSE AND NEED 
 

The purpose of this project is to provide a new northeast bypass route from KY 1682 to US 68 / 
KY 80 at the intersection with the existing US 68 Bypass on the east side of Hopkinsville. This 
project is needed to relieve traffic congestion and improve traffic flow around the northeast side 
of Hopkinsville. 
 

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT 
 

Consultants should include a DBE participation plan with their Response to Announcement. An 
additional page will be allowed with the Project Approach (page 7) in the Response to 
Announcement to convey this plan.  A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the Evaluation 
Factors for the DBE Participation Plan. 
 

V. SCOPE OF WORK 
 

The selected Consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform Preliminary 
Engineering. Preliminary Engineering includes: 

• Preliminary Line and Grade plans, cost estimates, and DES (Design Executive 

Summary). 
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• Preliminary drainage design including providing advanced situation folders for 

structural design. 

• Traffic Engineering analysis as per Design Memo 03-11. 

• Environmental Services. 

• Conducting Public Involvement activities. 

• Gathering any necessary survey for the project area.  

The selected Consultant may be required to provide Final Roadway Design and Structural 
Design which may be added to the contract agreement by a Contract Modification when 
Preliminary Engineering is complete. Final Roadway Design includes, at a minimum, 
preparation of joint inspection plans, drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, 
signing plans, traffic control plans, final cost estimates, and an anticipated construction 
schedule.

The Structure Design 
may be performed by the Consultant. Structure Design services may be added to the Contract 
by Contract Modification. Prequalification in the area of Structure Design is required to be 
identified in the Consultant’s Response to Announcement.

For state-funded projects, if a Selection Committee vote results in a tie between two (2) firms, 
one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former 
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
